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Sadao Suzuki* : New or noteworthy plants 
of Japanese Bambusaceae (2)**

4) Sasa occidentalis S. Suzuki, sp. nov. (Sect. Monilicladae). 

Sasae Tsuboianae Makino affinis sed ex qua vaginis culmorum pilis retrorsis 
minutisque dense puberulis differt. 

Culmi 0.6-1.5 m alti, 4-8 mm diametro, subrobusti vulgo superne interdum 
superne et inferne ramosi. Internodia glabra vel minute puberula, primo sub 
nodos farinosa demum denudata. Nodi valde incrassati subglobosi, glabri vel 
minute puberuli. Vaginae culmorum persistentes, inferiores quam internodia fere 
sesquiplo breviores, basi globoso-infiatae, cum superioribus pilis retrorsis minutisque 
dense puberulae, rarissime pilis longis parce mixtae, apice laminiferae, laminis 
inferioribus triangulatis vel longe triangulatis 1-3 mm longis, superioribus lanceo- 
latis, 14-22 mm longis, apice acutissimis. Vaginae foliorum glabrae. Folia in 
apice culmi 7-8, ramorum 4-6, lanceolato-oblonga sed folia infima ovata, superma 
lanceolata, folia culmi 22-30 cm longa, 5-7 cm lata, ramorum 21-25 cm longa, 3.5- 
5.5 cm lata, omnia basi in petiolum obcuneatum 5-10 mm Ion gum glabrum rotun- 
data, apice subsubito acuminata, chartacea vel crasse chartacea supra viridia 
glabra subtus glaucina glabra margine setulifera, hieme albo-marginata; setis 
oralibus male evolutis decideratis saepe ab initio nullis; ligulis brevibus 1-2 mm 
aids apice rotundatis vel truncatis, dorso et margine minute ciliatis. Inflorescentia 
ignota.

This new species is most closely allied to Sasa Tsuboiana Makino in having 
glabrous leaves, but differs from it by the densely puberulous culm-sheaths 
with minute, retrorse hairs. It is also distinguishable from Sasa Nagasei S. 
Suzuki reported in the previous papers by the leaves glabrous beneath.

Nagase 12, Jul. 13, 1981), Takayama-shi. Pref. Yamaguchi: Hara, Nishiatsu-cho, 
Mine-shi (N. Miake 56023-b, Jul. 28, 1981). Shikoku. Pref. Ehime: Mt. Nojimine, 
alt. 1200-1280 m (M. Fujita 946, 951, Apr. 18, 1982) and Shiraga Pass, Mt. Omori- 
yama, alt. 1300-1400 m (M. Fujita 412, 422, Sep. 21, 1980), Iyomishima-shi; Mt. 
Sasagamine, alt. 1020 m, Shingu-mura, Uma-gun (M. Fujita 372, Sep. 14, 1980) ; 
Mt. Myojingamori, alt. 1300 m, Shiratsui, Shigenobu-machi, Onsen-gun (M. Fujita

Distrib. Central and western Honshu, new to Shikoku. 

Up to now this variety has been known only from Kanagawa and Shizuoka 
Prefectures, central Honshu, such as Mts. Hakone, Amagi and Ashitaka and their 
neighbourhoods. The range of this variety extends westwards to Gifu and Ya- 
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maguchi Prefs. and Shikoku (Ehime and Kochi Prefs.). 

var. iyoensis S. Suzuki, var. nov. 

Vaginae foliorum pilis densis patentibus longisque cum antrorsis vel retrorsis 
minutisque mixtis obsitae saepe tantum minutis dense puberulae. 

Nom. Jap. Iyo-tokugawa-zasa (nov.). 

Hab. Shikoku. Pref. Ehime : en route from Kuromori Pass to Mt. Ishizumisan, 
alt. 1350 m, Omogo-mura, Kamiukena-gun (M. Fujita 1176, Oct. 3, 1982—type in 
TI) ; Mt. Nojimine, alt. 1200 m, Iyomishima-shi (M. Fujita 950, Apr. 18, 1982). 

Distrib. Endemic to Ehime Prefecture, Shikoku. 

This new variety differs from the typical one by the leaf-sheaths densely 
pubescent with long and minute hairs, or sometimes puberulous only with minute 
hairs.

Distrib. Central and western Honshu, new to Shikoku. 

This typical form has been known only from the type locality, Mt. Ibuki, 
Shiga Pref., central Honshu. It has never been found anywhere since 1934, but 
recently it has been discovered successively in Gifu and Yamaguchi Prefs. as 
far as Shikoku (Ehime and Kochi Prefs.). 

f. Iasionodosa S. Suzuki, f. nov. 

Nodi pilis patentibus vel antrorsis longisque pilosi. 

Nom. Jap. Fushige-inutokugawa-zasa (nov.). 

Hab. Shikoku. Pref. Ehime: Mt. Kammuriyama, alt. 1610m (M. Fujita 810, 
Aug. 7, 1981—type in TI) and Ichinotanigoe, alt. 1600 m (M. Fujita 805, Aug. 7, 
1981), Besshiyama-mura, Uma-gun. 

This new form differs from the typical one by the nodes pilose with long 
hairs. 

The range of Sasa sect. Monilicladae extends westwards to the western 
Honshu and Kyushu as mentioned in this and previous papers, and the sect. 
Monilicladae now includes 6 species, 1 variety, and 5 forms.
